I therefore wish to etate 
and am prepared to prove that every 
quarter since I took charge of the 
East End school the district has re- 
ceived both general and special grant; 
that during the two years I have been 
teaching the grant has been steadily 
rising from about $80 to $210; and 
that for some timepast it has reached 
the highest amount to which under 
the Ordinance, the school is entitled.

PRINCE ALBERT, JULY 9, 1895 
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LOYAL TO THE TERRITORIES 

Ina recert interview which appears 
in the Montreal “Star,” His Honor, 
Lieut. Gevernor Mackintosh, said: 
“I yisited the North some week ago. 
It isa magnificent country all the way 
from Yorkton on the east, to St Albeit 
‘on the west. The one thing wanting 
there is the continuation of the Man- 
jtoba and North-Western Railway to 
Prince Albers.” He further said, re- 
ferring to the Territorial Exhibition : 
“We hope to establish a feeling of 
unity between the various Provisional 
Districts, and the thoughtful action of 
‘His Exce‘leney, the Governor-Gener- 
alin consenting to open the Exhib‘ticn 
on July 30th, at great personal incon- 
venience, will be an object lessen to 
the people who aro gradually learning 
-geif-denial and se'f reliance.” The 
paragraphs quoted are certainly sig. 
‘nificant, and prove conclusively that 
His Honor is perfectly candid and 
inspired by patriotic motives when 
dealing with the affairs of the Terri- 
tories, What he said at Prince Albert 
some montbs ago, he repeated in Mon 
treal a few days ago, and we feel con- 
vinced that his open advocacy of the 
question of the Manitoba and North 
Western Railway will result in prac 
tical advantage to this District. 
‘There is one thing, however, the 
‘people should remember; that is, the 
‘duty develving upon them to make the 
great object lesson of Territorial 
resources sought to be conveyed by 
the Lieut.-Governor at the approach 
ing Exhibition, a perfect success in

Saskatchewan district; to have mem- 
bera of the council, and leading agrie 
culturalists present, in order that vis 
dtors may properly understand tho the 
marvellous resources of this country, 
is imperatively necessaay.

Utiitty of the Sand Blast. 

The use of the sand blast is now 
found to be a tery eonvenient and ef- 
fective method of cleaning buildings. 
A pump which forces a blast of air at a 
pressure of four onnees to the square 
inch through a system of floxible pipes 
removes the unclean surface of stone 
readily. One square foot of stone can 
thus be clenned in ten minutes and the 
rapidity of the process can be increased 
by the use of a higher pressure. This 
method has been found to possess many 
uivantages over the use of acit for this 
ourpose. Another, thoush an okler, 
application of the sand blast is for the 
whitening of the outsule of incandes- 
eent lamp bulbs, and decorative effects 
are often introduced by fastenins: let- 
ters or ornaments upon the outside,
